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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's claims 1-4, 7-1 1 and 14-22 do not 
distinguish over the prior art made of record for the reasons set forth in the final rejection sent on 03/31/2006. Although applicant argues 
that the prior art does not show an oxidation prevention cover film, Sony (e.g. fig. 4) shows an oxidation prevention film 15/16. Although 
the applicant uses terms different to those of Sony to label the claimed invention, this does not result in any structural difference between 
the claimed invention and the prior art. The use different terminology to describe the plurality of elements that constitute an integrated 
circuit as this is just a writing style and the way in which a structural limitation is expressed does not affect the configuration of the 
described elements. In this case, it is known in the art that silicon oxide is used to prevent the oxidation of metal or polysilicon materials. 
Therefore, it can be labeled as oxidation preventing layer.. 
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
